NOTE: Re claim 7, the amendment incorporating claim 13 would make claim 7 allowable; however, further 
dependent claims have not been properly amended (e.g. "a seal structure" would be added to claim 7, but dependent claim 1 1 also 
recites "a seal structure"). Re claims 1, 4, and 22, "smooth" is not disclosed in the originally filed application. Also, the valve element 
obstructs the flow path (including the area around the inner surface) in the open position.
